Tallphassee, Flo., Aug, 3—The first traln
glnee Monday from Oarrabelle, throngh the
storm $tricken Gulf section, reached bere
thls afternoon. The train crew wund pas-
sengers peport that Carrabelle is literally
wiped from the map,

Her decks and wharves, containing about
400,000 feet of lumber and 50,000 barrels
of rosin, were swoept wway. Thirteen of
the fourteen large lumber vessels in the hllr
were Wlown aghore and are now lving well
up ono dry lapnd.  These vessels contalned
many milion feet of timber. Thelr unes
cannot be sscertdined, No information ls
;‘et ohtainable from the large fleet of fishe
ng boats in the nebzhborhod,
